Our  film  library  contains  72  of  the  very 
latest  and  best  in  traffic  safety  films,  including  bicycle 
and  pedestrian  safety.   Films  were  shown  in  schools  and  to 
adult  groups  throughout  Montana.   In  addition,  we  distrib- 
uted thousands  of  safety  pamphlets  and  literature.   This 
increased  activity  by  Patrol  personnel  and  citizen  safety 
organizations  is  a  clear  indication  of  the  concern  for  our 
traffic  safety  problem. 

The  Montana  Highway  Patrol  and  the  people  of  Montana  are 
indebted  to  the  news  media  --  wire  services,  daily  news- 
papers, weekly  newspapers,  radio  and  TV  stations  --  for 
their  contribution  of  time  and  effort  in  promoting  traffic 
safety.   The  Montana  Outdoor  Advertising  Association  do- 
nated 700  panel  months  to  traffic  safety,  which  would  have 
cost  more  than  $35,000,  if  it  had  been  purchased. 

After  several  unsuccessful  attempts  to  enact  legislation 
to  provide  driver  training  in  Montana's  secondary  schools, 
the  Thirty-ninth  Legislative  Assembly  passed  a  measure 
enacting  into  law  a  driver  training  course,  financed  by 
state  funds  and  on  a  voluntary  basis.   While  many  organi- 
zations lent  their  support  in  making  such  a  program  a 
reality,  it  is  only  proper  and  fitting  that  in  recogni- 
tion we  pay  tribute  to  the  Montana  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  for  sponsoring  Driver  Education  Workshops  through- 
out the  State,  as  a  means  of  stimulating  public  support. 

Driver  training  courses  for  instructors  were  again  offered 
at  the  University  of  Montana,  Missoula,  Montana,  under  the 
supervision  of  Dr.  John  Urlaub  of  Berkeley,  California, 
with  Supervisor  Stephenson  and  Captain  Peter  A.  Gaasch,  of 
the  Montana  Highway  Patrol,  assisting.  These  courses  will 
be  offered  again  in  1965  at  the  University  in  Missoula  and 
at  Western  Montana  College  at  Dillon,  Montana. 
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SAFETY  AND  EDUCATION 


The  Montana  Highway  Patrol  again  assisted  in  promoting  and 
conducting  the  voluntary  Vehicle  Safety-Check  Program,  spon- 
sored by  the  Auto  Industries  Highway  Safety  Committee,  in 
20  communities.   The  statistical  results  show  that  35,983 
vehicles  were  checked,  and  6,096  were  found  to  have  mechani- 
cal defects.   Cascade  County  won  the  Grand  Award  for  Counties 
for  having  the  most  outstanding  county  program  in  the  Nation. 
The  county  also  won  the  sweepstakes  prize  in  1962  and  receiv- 
ed high  awards  in  three  other  years.   The  National  Vehicle 
Safety-Check  Program  is  the  only  nationwide  program  of  its 
kind,  conducted  primarily  in  31  states  not  now  requiring  per- 
iodic motor  vehicle  inspection  by  law.   It  is  sponsored  in 
support  of  the  Action  Program  of  the  President's  Committee 
for  Traffic  Safety  to  encourage  the  safe  driving  condition 
of  all  vehicles.
